IT. S. super-Fortressps, striking boldly at the industrial 
heart of the enemy, raided Japan's great war arsenals in Man­ 
churia for the first time today. Anshan, a city of 200,000 in 
the Mukden industrial region of Manchuria, was identified as 
tile target by a dispatch from a super-Fortress base in western 
China. 
Four hours after the war department at Washington also 
had announced the R-29 raids, the Tokyo radio acknowledged 
attacks on Anshan and Penhsihu. The B-29’s hit in daylight 
today in contrast to their two previous strikes against Japan, 
both at night.

Surely all who think scrlouxly have a fre­ 
quent Inward yearning for freedom and rest 
from life’s cares and burdens. Especially la 
this tru e in these troubled times. But do you 
know th a t sin-sick and weary hum anity can 
find re st for their souls, lf they seek for It 
In the right place? Many, however, seek for 
rest, peace and satisfaction in wrong places. 


Some hope to find pear* and rest In the 
accum ulation of m aterial wealth. This was 
th* fatal blunder of the rich farm er In Jesus' 
parable (Luke 12:14-21). His ground “ brought 
forth plentifully”, and though he had a fin* 
crop and things looked well, he was not satis­ 
fied—he started worrying about a barn big 
enough to hold his goods! Then he decided 
to raze his old barns and build g reater ones, 
afte r w hich he would aay to his aoul, "Take 
thin# eaae: eat, drink and be m erry.” But 
h e m ade the 
terrible m istake of 
thinking 
m aterial goods could bring spiritual ease and 
satisfaction. Many people are doing the sam e 
thing, and they are all mistaken. The rich 
m an finally discovered his error, but it was 
too late! 
O thers seek rest and satisfaction in the 
pleasures of the world, but worldly pleaaures 
do not give rest to the soul of man. Drinking, 
dancing, all kinds of card playing, gambling. 
immorality in conversation and conduct, and 
all o th er devices the world offers to satisfy 
the soul’s yearning for rest and "escape” are 
dismal failures. "He that soweth to the flesh 
shall of the flesh reap corruption.”
